Noburo admitted that he 
never informed Colonel Shige- 
moto Kobayashi about the in- 
cident, It oame aa a “grent 
surprise to him when Colonel 
Tamura informed him about the 
executton. He then reported 
the matter to Colonel Kebayashi, 
the Chief of Staff,  Nebure 
anid that -he never asked
